Clause Aimed at Army 
Retirements Retained 


Conferees between the House and the 
Senate on the Army Appropriation bill 
agreed yesterday to accept the House 
provision aimed at the forced retir- 
ments of about 250 of the present offi- 
cers of the Army. 

The effect of the provision is to specify 
that by October 1 there must be not 
more than 11,750 of the present officers 
of the Army on the active list. It will 
not interfere with the commissioning of 
all eligible graduates of the June class 
at West Point. The present authorized 
strength of 12,000 remains unchanged, 
thus permitting the commissioning of 
new second lieutenants from civil life. 
It was the aim of the House in insert- 
ing the provision that these new officers 
should come into the Air Corps and the 
Medical Department. 

The House committee, originators of 
the provision, said that the reductions 
should be brought about by tightening 
up on the physical requirements, speci- 


fyinz that officers should be fit for “field 
duty.” 
The only change made by the con- 


ferees was to delay the effective date of

House Group Approves 
Navy Promotion Plan 


With a provision inserted limiting the 
number of lieutenants who may be in- 
voluntarily retired for service in grade, 
the Navy line personnel bill, extending 
the selection system to promotion to 
lieutenant and lieutenant commander, 
received the unanimous approval of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee this 
week and was reported to the House. 

The limitation upon the number of 
annual involuntary retirements now 
provided by law for the upper grades 
was applied to the two grades which 
will be made subject to selection by the 
law. This limitation, computed by sub 
tracting one seventh of the vrade to 
which selected from one-seventh of the 


grade from which selections are made, 
will require that not more than 118 
lieutenants be retired in any one year 


due to service ineligibility for promo- 
tion. It will allow a considerable num- 
ber of officers not selected for promotion 
to be carried on a retention list. They 
will be extra numbers in the grade of 
lieutenant so as not to block promotion 
from the grade of lieutenant, junior 
grade, but will be counted in the total 
authorized strength and in the grade of 
lieutenant commander if later promoted. 
Plans went forward looking toward 
pushing the bill through Congress at the 
present session. The Senate Naval Af- 
faires Committee held a hearing on the 
measure April 18, the day following its 
approval by the House Committee. Some 
opposition developed among members of 
the Senate committee, but officials of the 
Navy Department hope to win them over 
to their plan.

Larger Army Endorsed 
by General MacArthur 


A strong plea for the enactment of 
the Thompson bill providing for increas- 
ing the personnel of the Army was made 
yesterday by General Douglas MacAr- 
thur, chief of staff. 

General MacArthur told the Fitzpat- 
rick subcommittee of the House Military 
Affairs yesterday morning that “The dif- 
ference between what we have now and 
what is proposed in this bill marks the 
difference between relative helplessness 
and a chance to accomplish our mission 
of Defense.” 

Representative Clark Thompson, of 
Texas, is the sponsor of the measure 
which would increase the officer strength 
to 14,0683 and the enlisted strength to 
165,000 as compared with its present 
authorized strength of 12,000 officers and 
115,000 enlisted men. 

The Texan charge that a small deter- 
mined group of “advocates of foreign 
supremacy” have brought the Army to 
its present inadequate state and that it 
is time we chose between them and Na- 
tional Defense. 

“The bill before you has my unquall- 
fied approval,” General MacArthur told 
the Committee yesterday, “It seeks to 
remedy one of the most glaring and 
critical defects in our extremely smal! 
military establishment. Its enactment 
would accomplish one of the necessary 
steps toward modernization of the Army. 
It would enhance in marked degree the 
security of the United States and lift 
the Army above the danger line.. It 
would not only practically reestablish 
the National Defense, but would also 
rehabilitate thousands of young men who 
are suffering from the result of eco- 
nomic depression, 

“The National Defense Act authorized 
a peacetime strength for the Army of 
17,75 officers and 280,000 enlisted men, 
These numbers were fixed by Congress 
and the President as the standing force 
to protect us while an Army was being 
mobilized in an emergency. The last 
12 years has been the history of the 
shrinkage of this figure to the danger- 
ous and inadequate figure we now have 
reached 

“Speaking very broadly our wartime 
mission can be summed up as follows: 
First, to provide adequate defense forces 
for our overseas garrisons; second, to 
provide a nucleus for mobilization for 
an army in the interior; and, third, to 
provide a force sufficient to hold any 
invader in check during this mobiliza- 
tion. 

“These three major missions we can- 
not now perform, 
“Il must choose which I will attempt, 


well knowing that failure in one may 
mean failure in all. Any two I might 
do, but all three—impossible. 


“As the strength provided by the Na- 
tional Defense Act failed to materialize 
and the army sunk to its present size 
the War Department gave long consid- 
eration to the minimum force necessary 
to give us any chance in war. First the 
overseas garrisons were reduced to below 
the minimum for their defense, second, 
the nucleus for mobilization was reduced

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Editors Comment on Matters of Interest to Personnel of the Army and Navy

Matters of interest to the personnel of the armed services have been the sub- 
ject of comment in the editorial columns of leading newspapers of late. 





James T. Williams, jr., widely-known Hearst columnist, comments as follows 
on the Thompson bill to increase the officer and enlisted strength of the Army: 

“Thanks to the initiative of a veteran of the great war now in Congress 
hearings have been started before the House Committee on Military Affairs on a 


national defense measure of real urgency. 


“This is the bill introduced by Representative Thompson, of Texas, to recruit 
the Regular Army up to the peace time strength authorized by the national de- 
fense act of 1920. This would mean an increase of 50,000 in the enlisted strength 
and 2,000 in the commissioned strength of the skeletonized defense that we now 


call the Regular Army. 


‘Due to the neglect of Congress, the Regular Army since the great war ended 
has been reduced far below the danger Jevel in both strength and equipment. En- 
actment of the Thompson bill at this time would serve two useful national pur- 


poses : 


It would, as the Chief of Staff, Gen, Douglas MacArthur declares, ‘correct 


a very giaring and critical weakness in our land defense establishment.” It would 
also reduce unemployment not only directly but indirectly and at a cost far be- 
low that of several expensive relief agencies. * * * 

“Although this progressive defense proposal originated in the House and is 
sponsored by a veteran of the great war its provisions have met the whole-hearted 
approval of the high command of the Army and veterans organizations are also 


rallying to the support of the measure. 


“What its fate will be at the hands of the House Committee on Military Affairs 
is a doubtful question. Not one single constructive piece of legislation stands to the 
credit of this committee since the Democratic Congress came into power.” 





“In the Marine Corps today there are captains more than 60 years old and 
first lieutenants of 50,” declares the New York Times, “A bill to regulate promo- 
tion and retirement in the Marine Corps will be reported to the House of Repre- 
sentatives this week. Brig. Gen. Lane, adjutant and inspector of the corps, ap- 





islation. He stated that the ‘increasing over-age’ of officers had already impaireg 
efficiency. Emergency service often required of the marines calls for landing units 
on short notice, forced marches and rapid evolutions. The ranks are filled with 
youths, the non-commissioned officers are young and the junior commissioned off.

tion General Lane says: 


“*Because of prolonged stagnation resulting in over-age in all grades, the 
majority of the officers are now incapable physically of performing field servic 
in campaigns commensurate with their rank.’ 

“General Lane furnished tables to show that promotion in the navy is much 
more rapid. Yet the Marine Corps is ‘an integral part of the naval service.’ Marine 


officers are often graduates of the Naval Academy. 


One of the purposes of the 


proposed legislation is to place the Marine Corps, so far as practicable, under the 
laws governing distribution, promotion, retirement and discharge of officers jp 


the navy.” 





Comments the Washington Star; 


“In proposing that pending airmail legislation contain a provision for the 
appointment of a commission which would study and outline a broad policy of 
aviation development in the United States the President recognizes a close cop 
nection between airmail policy and aviation policy as a whole. * * *

“Many will agree with the President that the formulation of a definite policy 
on aviation by a commission, which would undoubtedly contain in its membership

Marine Corps Personnel Bill 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
this week approved the Marine Corps 
personnel bill and reported it to the 
House. 

Representative Boland, chairman of 
the subcommittee, which considered the 
bill, states that it is planned to request 
the House Rules Committee for a spe- 
cial ‘rule allowing consideration of the 
bill. Meanwhile, action on the measure 
was started on the other side of the 
Capitol., the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee yesterday conducting a hearing 
on the Trammell bill, which was identi- 
cal with House bill before being amend- 
ec by the subcommittee. 

The action of the House Naval Com- 
mittee in amending and then reporting 
the Navy line personnel bill changes the 
situation regarding the Marine Corps 
bill considerably. The Marine bill ap- 
plies to the Corps all laws regarding 
Navy promotion now in effect or here- 
after enacted, and if both bills are 
passed would institute promotion by se- 
lection in the Marine Corps to advance- 
ment from first lieutenant to captain 
and captain to major. Furthermore, 
while no involuntary retirements would 
take place in the grade in the grades of 
major and lieutenant colonel because of 
Section 16 of the Marine Corps Dill, 
enactment of both bills would require 
involuntary retirements in the grade of 
first lieutenant and captain. 

As amended by the House committee 
this week, the Navy bill limits the num- 
ber of annual retirements in the grades 
of lieutenant and lieutenant, junior 
grade, to one-seventh of the number of 
officers in the grade from which selec- 
tions are made minus one-seventh of 
the number in the grade to which se- 
lected. In the case of the grade of cap- 
tain in the Marine Corps, it is estimated 
that there would be a limit of 21 invol- 
untary retirements each year, if the bills 
pass. The limit on the number of first 
lieutenants who could be retired an- 
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nually for service ineligibility for pro- 
motion would be about ten, it is stated, 
although this figure may be somewhat 
larger if the law is interpreted another 
way. 

Under the procedure set up by the 
two bills, the Secretary of the Navy 
would fix each year the number of se- 
lections for captain and major. This 
number would not be dependent upon 
the number of expected vacancies, but 
could be and would be much larger in 
going through the “hump.” Officers se- 
lected would go on a promotion list and 
be promoted as vacancies occur Of 
those first lieutenants and captains not 
selected who have more than seven and 
fourteen years commissioned service, 
respectively, not more than the numbers 
mentioned above may be forcibly re- 
tired. All others would be placed on a 
retention list and remain eligible for 
selection, The captains on the retention 
list would be counted as extra numbers 
ip that grade so as not to block the pro- 
motion of first lieutenants. They would 
not be extra numbers for any other 
purpose. 

The retired pay of officers transferred 
from the active list because of the act 
would be computed at 2% per cent of 
their present base pay multiplied by 
their number of years of service. All 
constructive service now counted for pay 
purposes could be counted, it is stated. 


Coast Guard News 

Upon the recommendation of the Com- 
mander, International Service of Ice 
Observation and Ice Patrol, orders were 
issued April 17 by the Commandant of 
the Coast Guard for the inauguration 
of the Ice Patrol in the North Atlantic 
in the region of the Grand Banks for 
the season of 1984. 

The Coast Guard cutter Mendota 
(Comdr. W. J. Keester, commanding) and 
the Coast Guard oceanographic vessel 
General Greené have for the past several 
weeks made a survey of ice conditions 
in the Grand Banks area, as a result of 
which it was decided advisable to estab- 
lish the regular Ice Patrol. The third 
vessel to join the patrol is the Coast 
Guard cutter Pontchartrain, Comdr, J. 
F. Farley, commanding, which is sched- 
uled to sail from Norfolk April 23 to 
relieve the Mendota on the Grand Banks.

The House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce this week favor- 
ably reported to the House HR 8644, 
providing warrant officers of the Coast 
Guard with parity of promotion with 
warrant officers of the Navy. 

If the bill becomes law, 309 present 
permanent warrant officers who have 
had six years or more service in that 
grade, will be advanced to the grade of 
chief warrant officer. The bill was ap- 
proved after hearings by the Committee 
and in spite of the recommendation of 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau, 
that the Department “sees no necessity” 
for its enactment. 

Release Air Corps Funds 

Authority to go ahead with the issu- 
ance of a new invitation for bids for the 
purchase of bombers under the Public 
Works allotment of $7,500,000 for Army 
aircraft was given this week to the War 
Department by the special sub-commit- 
tee headed by Representative Rogers, of 
New Hampshire. 

Farlier invitations for bids issued by 
the War Department were withdrawn 
after the Rogers committee, empowered 
by special authority of the House of 
Representatives to investigate all phases 
of War Department activities, ordered 
that no purchases be made under the 
PWA aircraft allotment until the com- 
mittee should give its approval. 

Contentions of the Office of the Assis- 
tant Secretary of War that there must 
be competitive bidding in the quantity 
purchase of aircraft were upheld by the 
Rogers Subcommittee, members of which 
believe that the widest competition must 
be obtained. ‘This belief prevailed over 
that of the office of the Chief of the 
Air Corps, which urged the continuance 
of the system of ent..ing contracts 
through direct negotiation with the 
manufacturer of the particular plane 
which they desire. 

The new invitations will set up mini- 
mum military requirements, as deter- 
mined in the War Department, as did 
the first invitations, but in addition will 
specify just what weight will be given 
to performance and what weight to price 
in awarding the contracts. 

While this authority just granted by 
the subcommittee specifies the issuance 
of bids for bombers, it leaves the way 
open, if everything goes satisfactorily, 
for the issuance of invitations for bids 
on the other planes in the program, i. e., 
the pursuit and attack planes. The pro- 











gram approved by the Department pro- 
vides for the purchase of 46 bombers, 9% 
attack planes, and 24 pursuit planes 
with the PWA money.

Fleet Enroute To New York 
Two messages the 
Navy Department this week from Adm. 
David F. Sellers, Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States Fleet, regarding the 
maneuvers which the Fleet held 
dnce its departure from San Diego. 
The Fleet, on its first cruise to the 
Atlantic in more than two years, is due 
to arrive at the Panama Canal today 
and after a two-week stay will engage 
in additional maneuvers in the Carib- 
fean until the middle of May. After 
the maneuvers, the Fleet will head north, 
118 vessels strong, will head into New 
York Harbor for the Fleet Review by 
President Roosevelt, May 31, and for 
the following three weeks, the 3,700 offi- 
cers and 44,000 men of the Fleet will 
have shore leave in New York City. 
Admiral Sellers sent the following ra- 
dio message to the Department April 19 
regarding the operations of the Fleet: 

In the Fleet exercises held during 
the period between April 16 and April 
18 large scale submarine and destroyer 
ittacks were made against the fleet 
preceeding in cruising disposition. In 
these exercises Submarine Division 12 
‘gain proved its remarkable war effi- 
dency. Despite handicap of new moon 
which shone during early evening hours, 
the destroyer flotillas conducted night 
arches and made effective attacks. The 
train consisting of 14 vessels was han- 
dled smartly and effectively. The air 
force assisted its own surface vessels 
Wy prompt and accurate information re- 
erts of hostile submarines and destroy- 
ts, The battleship and cruiser divisions 
were ably handled. In exercise “R” 
me tactical deficiencies were noted but 
in exercise “S” these were almost en- 
tirely corrected.

Picture a marriage ceremony where the clergyman says to the groom: “Do you 
A.B. take ©.D., whom you now hold by the hand, as your true and lawful wife: 
and God helping you, will you love, cherish, honor and protect her, cleaving 
only and ever unto her, until God by death shall separate you?’ The groom re- 
plies as follows: “Sir, I will love, cherish and honor her, and cleave only unto 
her but, Sir, I am an ultra pacifist and I will not protect her.” 


With such a groom, where is the clergyman who would continue the cere 
mony, and marry a girl to a man who refuses to protect her? Where is the parent 
who would consent to the marriage of his daughter to a man who would not gladly 
pledge from his heart of hearts that he would protect her? 


Imagine a husband in pioneer days refusing to fire a gun in the defense of 
his wife, and thus suffering her to fall at the hands of savages. 


But what shall we say of the citizen, who in the hour of his country’s need, 
when the aggressor threatens, refuses to bear arms? What shall we say of the 
church that says to her clergy you may love your country but you shall not protect 
her? What shall we say of the clergyman who says “I will love my country but 
I will not protect her? 


Jesus honored a soldier more than He ever honored any one else when he said 
to the Centurion: “I have not found so great faith no not in all Israel.” Jesus 
obeyed the law and approved of government, and He did not condemn the ealling 
of the armed forces that make government possible and effective, 


aul the great exponent of Christianity honored the military service by the 
generous use of military figures in his letters; and when his life was in danger 
he called upon the Roman Captain, who, with spearmen, horsemen and footmen 
escorted him safely to Cesarea, and thus enabled him to carry the Gospel to 
Rome also. If military forees for the sake of preserving law and order are un 
christian certainly Paul would not have called upon them for protection. 


It is just as much a Christian duty to serve fn the Army or Navy as it is to 
serve on the police force or the fire department; and it is the obligation of all 
citizens, ministers and priests as well as farmers and merchants to do their part 
in providing for the common defense. 

There are no more worthy citizens than our soldiers, sailors and marines who 
may be depended upon in every emergency of peace and war to render the needed 
service, even though the cost of that service may mean the supreme sacrifice. 
No higher honor can come to a clergyman than to serve these men as their chaplain 


Certainly, this resolution does not speak for the great majority of Methodists.

Baker Board Underway 


Wasting no time the Baker Board ap- 
pointed by Secretary of War Dern to 
make a “constructive study of the Army 
Air Corps” buckled right down to work 
this week. The first meeting was held 
Tuesday in the War Department where 
Mr. Dern gave the committee carte 
blanche to go into a survey of the Army 
Air Corps as an agency of Nationai De- 
fense and expressed the hope that “you 
will make recommendations as to how 
the service may be improved in equip- 
ment, personnel and training.” 

Following that preliminary meeting 
the committee adjourned to hold closed 
sessions in the seclusion of the Army 
War College. 

Meanwhile, the cycle evidently having 
returned to air investigations, President 
Roosevelt announced that he desires 
Congress to authorize a special commis- 
sion to develop “a broad policy relating 
to aviation as a whole.” Accordingly 
another air investigation is to be added 
to the scores that have been held since 
the heavier-than-air machine first be- 
came a weapon of war and a carrier of 
commerce. 

In accordance with the President’s de- 
sires a subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative James M. Mead, of New York, 
is drafting a bill leaving all matters of 
permanent policy to the recommendation 
of a commission it will create. Although 
the President made it known some time 
ago that he is in favor of another gen- 
eral study of aviation, his idea was crys- 
tallized in a statement issued Monday 
at the White House as follows: 

“In conversation with Senators Mc- 
Kellar and Black and Congressman 
Mead, the President suggested that in 
connection with pending aviation legis- 
lation, it should be borne in mind that 
the United States has had no broad avia- 
tion policy; that a large number of in- 
ter-related factors enter into the general 
subjects of civilian and military flying 
and their subdivisions into material, per- 
sonnel, manufacturing and experimenta- 
tion, 

“That in view of the lack of and the 
need for a National policy, the Congress 
might well authorize the appointment of 
a commission to make immediate study 
and recommend to the next Congress a 
broad policy covering all phases of avia- 
tion and the relationship of Government 
thereto. 

“Insofar as that part of aviation 
which relates to carrying the U. S. mails 
is concerned, contracts could well be let 
on competitive bidding for one year or 
until such time as a broad policy relat- 
ing to aviation as a whole is adopted.” 

The Baker Board began Tuesday the 
work of establishing a background for 
its future work. With a view to giving 
the members general information of the 
aviation developments in the United 
States, the committee reviewed the work 
of prior committees and boards which 





studied Army aviation. It consideneg 
early air mail operations in the United 
States by the Post Office Department 
and by civilian aviation companies yp. 
der contract. The effect of weather cop. 
ditions at different seasons and in gj] 
sections of the United States on air maj 
and other flying operations, as well agg 
study of the specific performance of ity 
air mail mission by the Army Air Corps 
was delved into. 

On Wednesday the committee hear 
the following witnesses: Mr. S. A, (ip 
ler, general superintendent of Railway 
and Air Mail service, Post Office 
ment ; Col. J. C. Cone, Aeronautic branch, 
Department of Commerce; Mr. R, ¥, 
Schroeder, Commerce Department; Mr, 
D. M. Litte, of the Weather Burea, De 
partment of Agriculture; Brig. Gen, 0¢ 
car Westover, assistant chief of the Afr 
Corps in charge of the Air Mail oper. 
tions; Brig. Gen. C. R. Pratt, assistant 
chief of the Air Corps, and other officers 
of the Army Air Corps. 

On Thursday the committee continued 
this line of study, but dwelt more spe 
cifically in the Air Mail operations, hear 
ing evidence as to the original organig- 
tion of the Army Air Mail service and 
the personnel, materiel and equipment 
used in its operation to date. General 
Westover again appeared before the 
board and in addition the committe 
heard a number of other Air Corps of 
cers including Maj. B. Q. Jones, whois 
in charge of the Hastern Zone of th 
Army Air Mail Operations. Following 
the Thursday meeting the committe 
voted to adjourn until Monday, April %

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Navy Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 

It is the intention of the House Naval 
Committee to attempt to bring up the 
bill under a special rule. Leaders of the 
group say they will go before the House 
Rules Committee within the next few 
days and endeavor to get that body to 
report out a special rule directing the 
consideration of the personnel Dill. 
While not much difficulty is expected in 
pushing the measure through the House, 
the Senate will present a different 
proposition. 

At the Senate hearing on Wednesday, 
Senator David Walsh, Dem, of Mass., 
criticized the feature of the bill which 
would increase the size of the retired 
list and even though the usually friendly 
Naval Committee can be brought around 
to support it, the pressure of time and a 
few opponents in the Senate can pre- 
vent its passage. In the upper house, 
it will be necessary to either bring up 
the measure under unanimous consent 
or to get it a place on the Senate’s legis- 
lative program. One objector will block 
the first method, while the desire for 
early adjournment may prevent a bill 
of such little general interest from being 
even considered. In spite of these diffi- 
culties, many look for action this spring. 

At the hearings before the House com- 
mittee this week, Navy Department offi- 
cials estimated that if there was no 
limitation on the number of retirements, 
approximately 670 Heutenants would be 
placed on the retired list for service 
ineligibility for promotion on June 80, 
1936, and thereafter for some years 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 135 
annually. Under the bill as reported 
the first transfers to the retired list will 
take effect on June 30, 1935, instead of 
a year later, and that each year 118 
lieutenants will retire, the limit being 
attained each year for some years. 

The limitation on the number of re- 
tirements in the grade of lieutenant, 
junior grade, will not be of any prac- 
tical importance, as it is not believed 
that more than a handful, perhaps ten 
or fifteen, will be passed over each year. 
These will be retired. 





Officers retired will be allowed retired 
pay under the same provisions now gov- 
erning captains, commanders, and lieu- 
tenant commanders who go out under 
because of service ineligibility for pro- 
motion. Their pay will amount to 2% 
per cent of their active duty base pay 
multiplied by the number of years of 
service. All constructive service now 
counted for pay purposes would be al- 
lowed, it was declared. 

While the number of vacancies in the 
grade of lieutenant commander next 
year will amount only to about 80, a 
considerable larger number of selections 
will be made if the bil! becomes law. 
It is provided that the number of selec- 
tions shall be fixed each year by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy “and shall be the 
number of existing vacancies in the 
grade concerned plus such additional 
number, if any, as the needs of the ser- 
vice shall require.” 

If the bill becomes law this year, a 
total of 561 lieutenants will be up for 
selection. Of this number, Rear Adm. 
William D. Leahy, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, told the committee that 
he roughly estimated perhaps 260 would 
be selected and placed on the promotion 
list. After the bill was amended so as 
to limit the number of retirements, offi- 
cers were of the opinion that a smaller 
number of selections, perhaps not more 
than 200, would be allowed. 

Representative Carl Vinson’s plans 
for bringing up this week the bill+ to 
commission full Naval Academy classes, 
came to naught. While as a part of the 
personnel bill—this proposal has the 
approval of the Bureau of the Budget 
(other features offsetting the cost of 
increasing the number of officers), the 
proposition standing alone does not have 
the endorsement of “in accord with the 
President’s financial program.” While 
the Naval Academy bill is on the House 
calendar, there is some doubt of its pas- 
sage. 

The amendment limiting retirements 
was the only one made by the House 
Naval Committee, and as the measure 
now awaits action on the calendar of the 
House, it is in the identical form as pub-

Stat., 1483; U.S.C., Supp. VII, title 34, Sec. 
286a) to officers below the rank of lieutenant 
commander, the said section is amended so 
that the length of service thcerein pre- 
scribed shall be fourteen years for lieuten- 
ants and seven years for lieutenants, junior 
grade: Provided, That no officer of said 
rank shall become so ineligible prior to June 
30 of the first calendar year following the 
date of this Act: And Provided Further 
That officers of the grade of lieutenant des- 
ignated for retention on the active list as 
prescribed in Section 7 of the Act of March 
3, 1931 (46 Stat., 1484; U.S.C., Supp. VII, 
title 34, Seec. 286e) shall be carried as addi- 
tional numbers in the grade of lieutenant, 
but shall be included in the total author- 
ized number of commissioned officers of the 
active list of the Line of the Navy and of 
any grade to which later promoted. 

Chairman Vinson questioned Admiral 
Leahy at considerable length regarding 
the attitude and intention of the Navy 
Department at the time the officers were 
taken into the regular service after the 
World War. 

“These officers were non-commissioned 
officers, but during the war-period, they 
were given commissions,” he declared, 
“That was the motive that prompted the 
Navy Department in commissioning 
them—that is, to reward them for their 
war service. Now, after thirteen years 
of enjoyment of this reward, you pro- 
pose that Congress shall take the reward 
away from them by providing a system 
of selection down, which in time, will 
practically eliminate every one of those 
officers.” 

“T am quite sure that it will not 
eliminate all of those officers,” said Ad- 
miral Leahy. 

“Tt will almost entirely eliminate 
them,” returned Representative Vinson. 
“Tt will eliminate 800 of those officers.” 

Admiral Leahy replied that it will 
eliminate half of them “anyway.” 

“You think that the reward for this 
service during the war having been en- 
joyed for thirteen years, that is enough 
for them, and that the commissions 
should now be taken away from at least 
half of them,” persisted Representative 
Vinson. 

“IT would be very sorry to see any- 
thing taken away from any of them,” 
the Admiral returned, “In this matter, 
I am interested only in the efficiency of 
the Navy. If they remain, we will have 
this stagnation, and the efficiency of the 
Navy will be seriously damaged.” 

“Do you not know that when these 
1,000 officers were brought into the ser- 
vice in 1920,” asked Chairman Vinson, 
“it had the effect of creating promotions 
for the higher ranking officers in the 
service?” 

“It did have 
Admiral Leahy. 

“The bringing in of those 800 or 1,000 
officers resulted in the commissioning of 
eight new admirals,” said the Chairman, 
“Tt resulted in making 40 new captains, 
it resulted in making 96 new command- 
ers and 216 lieutenant commanders. 
Now was not that the object of pur- 
pose in commissioning those officers, as 
well as to reward them for the service 
they rendered during the war?” 

“T am unable to answer that,” Ad- 
miral Leahy replied, “I was not here at 
the time, and I am not familiar with 
what the purpose was. The stated pur- 
pose was to reward'them for their war 
service. That is all I have to base my 
statement on.” 

“It did have the effect of creating 
places for those higher ranking officers, 
or of creating the opportunity for those 
promotions,” continued Chairman Vin- 
son, “Now, that object has been accom- 
plished, and you propose now, having 
accomplished that purpose, to take away 
this reward from half of them. That is 
what this bill does, does it not?’ 

“This bill would have the effect of re- 
moving from the active list about half 
of the officers in that group,” replied 
the Admiral, “That is the admitted re- 
sult.”

WHEN THE DELEGATIONS OF the Senate and House concluded their legisla- 
tion conferences with the President this week, Speaker Rainey announced a new 
P. W. A. appropriation program, a part of which will be allotted for the construction 
of warships under the Vinson treaty strength law. This announcement came on the 
eve of the passage of the United States Fleet from the Pacific to the Atlantic through 
the Panama Canal, and preceded by a few hours Japan’s notification to the world 
that her mission was to safeguard the peace of Eastern Asia and that other nations, 
under threat of her displeasure and possible war, must refrain from any acts which 
she might consider objectionable. To enforce this policy—Japanese statesmen term 
it a “mission”’—the Navy of the Rising Sun has been brought up to, indeed actually 
has passed, full treaty strength. They are realists, these sons of Nippon, and they 
know that strength alone will enable achievement of their aim. It is fortunate 
that in our own country we, too, have realists, men of the type of the two Roosevelts 
—the President and the Assistant Secretary of the Navy. The former allotted funds 
last summer for the construction of 36 vessels, approved the Vinson Act establishing 
a building program to assure a modern treaty Navy, and, as Speaker Rainey dis- 
closed, without waiting for the supply bill to be passed next year, plans to furnish 
this Spring moneys to start the execution of the program. His namesake in the 
Navy Department, with the enthusiasm in his blood for a strong, effective, up-to-date 
Fleet, revealed in an admirable speech before the Convention of the D. A. R., the 
purposes and needs underlying the Administration policy. Correctly, Mr. Roosevelt 
asserted that our Navy is not based upon a conception of belligerence, but upon the 
policy of maintaining this country at peace and in the status of neutrality. And 
then he uttered a truth which should sink into the hearts of the people: “An inade- 
quate Navy is just as useless as no Navy at all.” Such a Navy is doomed to 
destruction in the beginning of a war unless it be cooped up in protected harbors. 
It is similar to Cervera’s command lying behind the forts at Santiago de Cuba, 
and to the German Fleet driven from the seas by the warships of Jellicoe. Because 
it is a waste of money, as Mr. Roosevelt said, to provide for a Navy that cannot 
take care of the country in any conceivable emergency, the President and the 
Congress are moving determinedly towards the development of a force, within 
treaty limitations to be sure, the very existence of which will have a deterrent 
effect upon any nation contemplating aggressive designs against us. 


WITH THE BEWILDERING number of aviation investigations in progress 
and contemplated, it is amazing that there exists any morale at all in the military 
branch of this art. The Navy appears to be largely free from the irritations and 
uncertainties produced by executive and congressional probing, due to President 
Roosevelt's unwillingness to interfere with a system which he holds is working well 
and to acceptance of this view by the members of the Naval Committees of Congress. 
The Army Air Corps, on the other hand, is being thoroughly overhauled by the 
House Military Committee, which is preparing to disapprove not only the methods 
of airplane procurement but the kind of machines acquired; its technical qualifica- 
tions and conduct are the subjects of an inquiry by a Civilian-Military Board, 
created by Secretary Dern, and now the President has recommended that Congress 
authorize a Commission to formulate a broad aviation policy, the interrelated factors 
of which involve “civilian and military flying, and their subdivisions into material, 
personnel, manufacturing and experimentation.” Just how officers and men can 
attend efficiently to their duties when they are unaware of what changes in adminis- 
tration, equipment, and operation, and, above all, personnel control, may be advo- 
cated, is a question easily answered—they cannot, they can do only the best which 
is possible with minds perturbed and with their future menaced. In the face of the 
handicap of the various probes under way, it is at least gratifying that at the head 
of the Dern Board has been placed the broadminded, understanding former 
Secretary of War Baker. It is further worthwhile noting that the Air Corps is 
carrying the mails—a job it would have done from the beginning had it not been 
for the unspeakable weather of the late Winter. In this connection, a 20-hour mail 
schedule from coast to coast has been announced. 


BOTH FROM A NATIONAL DEFENSE and a relief point of view, there is 
sound merit in the bill to add 50,000 men to the strength of the Regular Army. 
The need of such an increase for defense purposes was forcefully presented by 
General MacArthur in his annual report and by his comment upon the bill. “The 
Regular Army is too small to perform its mission,” he said; with the authority of 
military experience in peace and war. “It is below the danger line.” In order to 
take care of such an addition, 2,000 more officers are provided in the bill—a modest 
estimate when the multitudinous duties imposed upon the commissioned personnel 
are recalled. From the defense viewpoint, therefore, the Thompson proposal is 
obviously sane and desirable. It is equally sane and desirable in connection with 
the matter of relief. President Roosevelt made public this week letters from 
Secretary Dern, Director Fechner, and others, stressing the vale of the CCC, and 
highly praising the part played by the Army in its development. The cost of 
providing for the 600,000 enrollees was given at $255,000,000, with a larger amount 
to be spent during the year just begun. The appropriation for the entire Regular 
Army, including its material, equipment, etc., is approximately that per annum of 
the COC, and it could absorb 50,000 more men with a comparatively insignificant 
increase in its budget. Of greater importance, such an increment would provide an 
establishment that, as General MacArthur has stated, could be counted upon “to 
perform every task of peace and war which it might be called upon to face.” It is 
stated that the project has received a sympathetic welcome from Congress. It is 
receiving the hearty endorsement of the Reserve Officers’ Association and civilian 
organizations, and the newspaper comment to date is strongly favorable. In view 
of the merit of the Thompson bill, its helpfulness to National Defense and to 
employment, Congress through its Military Committees, should lose no time in mov- 
ing towards its enactment.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The National Guard and Coast Defense—The proposal made by Representative Ross 
Oollins, of Meridian, Miss., that the National Guard might take over the Coast 
Defenses is now the subject of study by a committee of National Guard officers. 
The committee appointed to study the matter is composed of Brig. Gen. James W. 
Hanson, of Maine; Brig. Gen. 8. Gardner Waller, of Virginia; and Brig. Gen. 
Thomas E. Rilea, of Oregon. 

In the course of the hearings before the House sub-committee on War Depart- 
ment appropriations Mr. Collins asked representatives of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation to institute such a study. The above committee is the result. In addition, 
Maj. Gen. Mathew A. Tinley, of Iowa, president of the National Guard Association 
called for statements from the Adjustants General concerned with Coast Defenses in 
their states. Their replies developed quite a diversity of opinion, A portion of the 
States—South Carolina for instance—were of the opinion that the National Guard 
could, with very little change, take over these defenses. Other states were of the 
opinion that the location of defenses together with the property responsibility and 
other obstacles precluded them taking over the defenses, Officials of the Associa- 
tion say that a majority of the guardsmen believe that with little change the re- 
sponsibility could be transferred to them. At any rate, they say, out of the study 
just instituted many important changes may be expected, whatever the final disposi- 
tion. 

Although General Tinley has made no detailed study of the proposal, he be- 
lieves, from his observation at inspections made and reports received, that a num- 
ber of coast states are badly in need of artillery of all types. Highway development, 
particularly of highways following the coast line, is important, he says, but most 
important of all is the future development of railroad lines along the coast together 
with inferior lines to supplement the coast line roads. 

It will be recalled that during the appropriations hearings Mr. Collins asked 
Maj. Gen. John W. Gulick, then chief of coast artillery, what he thought about 
the proposal of transferring sea-coast defenses to the National Guard, To this 
General Gulick replied, “Mr. Collins, you know that I have a very high opinion of 
the National Guard. I have served with them and worked for them. We have 10 
National Guard antiaircraft regiments and 13 harbor defense regiments. I con- 
sider them a great asset. But the people that constitute these organizations have 
also civil occupations, and of course, the final efficiency that they can reach is 
limited; they are part-time soldiers, While I have a very high regard for them, 
I think if you turn the sea-coast defenses of the continental United States over to 
them, that you would gain nothing as far as expense is concerned ; and you will 


certainly reduce the efficiency with which they are now being maintained.” 
@ CALIFORNIA 
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Carrying the Air Mail—<A report submitted by the Statistical Department of Hegg. 
quarters, Western Zone Army Air Mail Operations to Lt. Col, H. H. Arnold, Zone 
Commander, shows that the Western Zone alone is now flying a daily average 
about 10,000 miles, a distance equivalent to four trips across the continent from 
New York to San Francisco. During the two months the Air Corps has bee, 
operating in the Western Zone, ‘mail has been carried 410,000 miles. If one pilot 
could fly sixteen times around the world in as short a period of time, he woulg 
be hailed as a maker of history and statistical departments of insurance ¢om. 
panies would not believe that he had not lost his life several times. Yet this distanee 
has been flown by the Air Corps pilots carrying the mail over the rugged moup. 
tains and the treacherous deserts of the West during this period of time without 
the loss of a single life while the mail was being carried. 


More than 175,000 pounds of mail has been handled, a weight equivalent to 
88 of the Army pursuit planes used in combat work. LHighty-eight tons of maijj 
put into a single pile before being transported across the country would appear 
to be a formidable task but the seventy-five Army pilots and the same number 
of planes have performed this task on satisfactory schedules over some of the 
nation’s most hazardous terrain, flying both day and night through weather that 
has varied from ideal to the worst experienced in aviation history. 


Despite the fact that Army pilots almost overnight took over the operation 
of a system of airways and an air mail organization which had taken years to 
build and with which Army pilots were not familiar, not a pilot has failed to 
successfully and willingly perform his duties in a masterly manner. In faet 
Colonel Arnold’s most difficult problem has been to keep the enthusiasm of his 
pilots within bounds. But operations officers at control points all over the West 
have been swamped by requests for more frequent assignments along the airways, 


29th Engineers to Change Station—The Secretary of War has directed that the 
29th Engineers, now located at Ft. Schuyler, N, Y., and Raritan Arsenal, N. J., will 
be moved from those stations to Port Angeles, Wash. This movement, consisting 
of approximately 10 officers and 140 enlisted men, will be made on the U. §. Army 
Transport Republic which sails from New York May 4, 1934. 

The Headquarters of the 29th Engineers has been at Ft. Schuyler, temporarily 
since their return, about three years ago, from a mapping expedition to Nicaragua. 
They have been engaged principally during this period in the preparation of fire 
control maps in the New York area. Ft. Schuyler has been leased to the State of 
New York for park purposes and for a marine academy, 

The 29th Engineers upon-their arrival at their new station will engage in a 
mapping project on the Olympic Peninsula. 


Ship Overhaul Cost Limitation—Liberalization rather than removal of the cost 
limitation upon overhaul of capital ships will probably be recommended to the 
House by its Naval Affairs Committee. 


Taking up the Navy Department measure to repeal the law imposing a $300,000 
annual limit of cost upon overhaul of a battleship or carrier April 3, the Committee, 
after some discussion, asked the Department to submit drafts of alternative plans. 
Inasmuch as the Navy now overhauls its capital ships every 18 months instead of 
every year, the Department finds that the limitation interferes with proper condition 
ing of the vessels. 

The Naval Committee took the stand that removal of the cost limitation was 
undesirable,: but that if the law was amended to provide for a $450,000 limitation 
over a period of 18 months, a $600,000 limitation every two years, or a $900,000 
limitation for three years, it would answer the purpose. 


Changes in Enlisted Grades and Ratings of the Infantry—In connection with the 
motorization of service companies of Infantry regiments, and to effect certain 
minor changes in various units in order to obtain uniform allotments to units 
similarly organized, the grades and specialists’ ratings for enlisted personnel of 
the ‘auonteed assigned to the organizations are being revised by the War Depatt- 
ment. 

In most of the organizations there are increases for sergeants to provide for 
communications sergeants and for staff sergeants to serve as transportation chiefs 
and mechanical inspectors and increases in specialists, sixth class, to provide 
chauffeurs. Decreases are principally in specialists, fourth and fifth classes, horse 
shoers, saddlers and cobblers. 

The Adjutant General, in sending out the new tables says: 

“a. None of the vacancies in grades above the sixth, caused by increased allot- 
ments, will be filled except “by the physical transfer in grades of personnel of the 
Detached Enlisted Men's List now surplus (except as indicated below). 

“b, Detailed orders covering the transfer of surplus Detached Enlisted Men's 
List personnel will be issued by the War Department at an early date. 

“ce, Vacancies in the sixth and seventh grades will be filled in the usual 
manner. 

“d. Specialists’ ratings will be so administered as to avoid any increase above 
the cost of the authorized numbers in any organization. ; 

“e. Vacancies in the 24th and the 25th Infantry Regiments caused by it 
creases in allotments will be filled by personnel of the same or next lower grade 
now surplus in these regiments. 

“f. Vacancies in the 65th Infantry, due to increased allotment, will be filled 
by personnel holding such grades now surplus in that regiment. 

“g. The additional fourth grades allotted to regiments are intended for colt 
munications sergeants of the battalion sections, communications platoon. Corporals 
now holding these positions should be designated chiefs of the battalion wire se 
tions, communications platoon. Only one-half of the total number of chauffeurs 
in each regiment should be given specialists’ ratings, and these ratings should be 
confined to the sixth class.” j 


Decoration of Graves—In accordance with the annual custom the Chaplains at Ft 
Myer, Va., and the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., have tendered their services, 
without remuneration, to the personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and the 
Coast Guard, to decorate the graves of such of their deceased relatives and 
friends as are Interred, respectively, in Arlington National Cemetery and in the 
Presidio of San Francisco National Cemetery, for Memorial Day, May 30, 1934. 

The plan is to provide a standard floral emblem in the form of a wreath 
twenty-two inches (22”) in diameter carrying a large bunch of flowers for the sum 
of $2.00. However, if some wish to spend larger sums on flowers, special floral ea 
blems of proportionately larger size and value will be purchased. Such decor® 
tions as are sent direct to either Chaplain, or which are delivered to him by flor- 
ists, will be placed upon the designated graves as soon as received.

The 601st Company was the first com- 
pany of its kind organized at Ft. Sheri- 
dan, Ill., where it underwent condition- 
ing and outfitting for the field. The 
company left Ft. Sheridan for Camp 
McCoy, Wisconsin, on May 18, 1933. The 
company remained at Camp McCoy until 
June 24, 1933, at which time it departed 
to establish Camp Bangor, at Bangor, 
Wise. 

However, its sojourn at Camp Bangor 
was relatively brief; as with the ap- 
proach of winter the Company again 
went to Camp McCoy. In the meantime, 
after having returned to Camp McCoy, 
construction was begun on its winter 
quarters at Camp Douglas, Wisconsin. 

The company moved from Camp 
McCoy to Camp Douglas, Wisconsin, on 
December 27th, 1983. It may be men- 
tioned that this move was accomplished 
in very severe weather, 25 degrees below 
wero; a distance of 35 miles, in trucks, 
without a single case of frost bite. 

The camp is most excellently equipped, 
all by the work of the men themselves. 
The barracks are of the “Standard 
Plan” type, measuring 20 by 112 feet 
with a capacity of 38 men each. Each 
barrack is equipped with three wood- 
burning stoves. They are finished inside 
with brown wall board giving a pleas- 
Ing appearance and serving as an in- 
sulation against the elements. 

The mess hall is equipped with 28 
mess tables covered with prestwood. 
The tables may be folded up permitting 
the use of the hall for dances and other 
functions. The kitchen is designed for 
the maximum amount of work in an 
efficient manner.

OBITUARIES 


Col. Louis Mason Gulick, USMC, who 
died at Peiping, China, on Dec. 23, 1933, 
while in command of the Legation 
Guard, was born in Italy on May 27, 
1879. On May 24, 1898, he accepted ap- 
pointment as a second lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps for the war with Spain 
and was honorably discharged Feb. 4, 
1899. On June 2, 1899, he returned to 
the Marine Corps, accepting appointment 
as a first lieutenant on that date. He 
was promoted to captain July 23, 1900; 
major Nov. 10, 1914; lieutenant colonel 
Aug. 29, 1916; colonel (temporary) July 
1, 1918; and colonel (permanent) June 
4, 1920. 

As a first lieutenant and captain he 
served in Guam, the Philippine Islands, 
and aboard the USS Wilmington. In 
September, 1902, he returned to the 
United States and served at various 
posts in this country until November, 
1903, when he commanded the Marine 
Guard of the USS Illinois for several 
years. Then followed a short period of 
service in the Canal Zone and on board 
the USS Dixie. On August 16, 1906, he 
assumed command of the Marine Bar- 
racks at the Naval Station, Guam. He 
stayed in Guam until January, 1907, 
when he was detached to the Philippine 
Islands for duty with the First Brigade 
Marines and a year later as command- 
ing officer of the American Legation 
Guard at Peking, China. He returned 
to the United States October, 1908, and 
performed various duties at home and 
at sea, being a member of the Expedi- 
tionary Brigade organized for service 
in the Canal Zone in 1910. In 1912 he 
performed a short tour of duty in Cuba. 

In April, 1914, he participated in the 
taking of Vera Cruz, commanding the 
Second Battalion of the Third Regiment. 
From Sept. 5 to 19, 1914, he was on duty 
at Fort San Juan de Ullola, Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. 

As commanding officer of the Second 
Battalion, Second Regiment, in July, 
1915, he was in expeditionary duty in 
Haiti for more than a year. 





In March, 1918, he was absent on tem- 
porary foreign shore service in Burope 
in connection with obtaining informa- 
tion concerning infantry training. He 
attended the First Corps Schools at 
Gondrecourt, France, and was attached 
to the Sixth Regiment Marines in the 
Verdun sector as an observer for 10 
days during the latter part of April and 
the first part of May, 1918. He returned 
to the States in June, 1918, and in 
August, 1918, again left the United 
States for France. Upon arrival he was 
placed in command of the First Train- 
ing Regiment Marines at Chatillon-sur- 
Cher and continued in command of that 
organization until November, 1918. He 
was attached to the Second Brigade 
Marines during the Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensive (Champagne) Oct. 8, 1918. He 
returned to the United States January, 
1919, and joined Headquarters Marine 
Corps at Washington. 

In February, 1919, he commanded the 
First Regiment, Sixth Provisional Bri- 
gade Marines for temporary expedition- 
ary service in Cuba. He again com- 
manded the Marine Detachment, Ameri- 
can Legation, Peking, China, from June, 
1919, to June, 1921. While serving at 
Peking the President of China conferred 
the decoration of the Third Grade of the 
Order of the Won Hu on Colonel Gulick. 

On his return to the States from 
China, Colonel Gulick completed a 
course of instruction at the Naval War 
College, Newport, R. I., June 15, 1923, 
and a few years later, June 80, 1925, 
graduated from the Army War College. 

From April 1, 1927, to January 31, 
1928, he commanded the Fifth Regiment 
of Marines in Nicaragua, and was 
awarded the Navy Cross “for distin- 
guished service to the Government in a 
duty of responsibility in command of 
the 5th Regiment during difficult and 
important pacification operations in con- 
nection with an insurrection in Nica- 
ragua in the spring of 1927.” 

On February 22, 1928, he assumed 
command of the First Brigade of Ma- 
rines in Haiti, and remained in com- 
mand of the Brigade in Haiti until June, 
1929, when he returned to the United 
States to command the.Marine Bar- 
racks, Navy Yard, Philadelphia, which 
command he turned over to Colonel 
Evans on December 20, 1931, and pro- 
ceeded to Peiping, China, to take com- 
mand of the Legation Guard, arriving 
March 12, 1982. He died December 23, 
1933, of chronic nephritis.

who compare favorably with any officers 
in the Navy.” 

Representative Vinson _ suggested 
amending the bill so as to include the 
Staff Corps. 

“In my opinion,” said Admiral Leahy, 
“It would be advantageous to the Staff 
Corps if they had the same kind of se- 
lection that we have for the line 
throughout all the grades, We discussed 
that with members of the Staff Corps, 
and they are generally in agreement 
with me on that. However, it was con- 
sidered that if we endeavored to make 
the bill sufficiently comprehensive to 
take in all of the staff corps, it would 
not be possible to pass it at this session 
of Congress.” 

“Then, am I to understand from what 
you say that the Staff Corps is so well 
organized and is so powerful that it can 
delay by long discussion any legislation 
dealing with the Staff Corps or dealing 
with the Navy,” asked Representative 
Vinson. 

“T think it is safe for you to assume 
that the Staff Corps would want to 
have sufficient time to make a careful 
study and to have a thorough hearing 
on this matter, and that might result in 
serious delay to action,” the Admiral 
replied. 

Representative Britten opposed in- 
cluding the Staff Corps in the bill. 

“Would not the bill have to be en- 
tirely rewritten,” he asked, “because of 
the different character of the service 
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of the Staff Corps? For instance, you 
could not take in the Medical Corps and 
you would not probably want to take in 
supply officers, because they are nothing 
more nor less than bookkeepers.” 

The proposition of retaining on the ac- 
tive list the officers not selected was 
raised a little later. 

“Personally, I would have no objec- 
tion to allowing these officers to remain 
on the active list so long as they are of 
any use,” commented Admiral Leahy. 
“They are of some use, except a few of 


) ibe oldest ones, and I have no objection 


te*their remaining on the active list and 
not being retired until through advanced 
age. My purpose in the bill, which I 
have been trying to state, is to get some 
means of selecting officers at suitable 
ages.” 

Later, Admiral Leahy said that “so 
far as the efficiency of the Navy is con- 
cerned,” it would be better to retain the 
officers not selected, adding that it 
“would be expensive.” 

Representative Darden, Dem. of Va. 
asked Admiral Leahy whether or not 
the retired list was not “becoming en- 
tirely too big.” 

“Tt is larger than I would like to see 
it.” he replied. 

Following Admiral Leahy’s testimony, 
a number of officers who would be af- 
fected by the bill and who had asked 
to testify, were called. 

Lt. Robert E. Jasperson of the Class 
of 1921 asked the committee to amend 
the bill to permit lieutenants not se- 
lected for promotion to stay on the ac- 
tive list until retired under present law, 
after 21 years’ service, and remain 
eligible for selection and for voluntary 
retirement during this period. He also 
asked that Naval Academy service be 
counted for retirement purposes. He de- 
clared that he favored the selection 
system. 

Lt. James H. Doyle, of the Class of 
1920, was the next witness. He read 
a statement endorsing the bill. He was 
followed by Lt William G. Tomlinson 
of the Class of 1921, who proposed that 
the bill be changed in several particu- 
lars. He advocated a reclassification of 
officers of all grades, with the retirement 
of the least fit, so as not to make the 
lieutenants in the “hump” bear the 
whole brunt of the “leveling.” He asked 
that officers not selected be allowed to 
remain in active service until they have 
21 years’ service and also that a pro- 
vision be inserted allowing each class 
or group of excessive size in the “hump” 
to carry a lump sum of extra numbers 
into the grade of lieutenant commander. 

Lt. John D. Murphy, who said he 
came into the Navy from the Reserves 
during the World War, approved the 
bill, though he said it lowered his 
chances of becoming a commander from 


| about 85 per cent to about 50 per cent. 


, Lt. Adolph BE. Becker, Jr.. of the Class 
of 1922, declared that he believed that 
the proposed bill was not an equitable 
solution of the problem. He endorsed 
the proposal for allowing officers not 
selected to remain on active duty until 
the completion of 21 years’ service. Lt. 
William H. Buracker, of the Class of 
1921, supported the substitute plan ad- 
vanced by Lieutenant Tomlinson. 

“T should like to have the same chance 
for promotion other officers before me 
had,” he declared. 

Chairman Vinson then asked if there 
were any other officers present who 
would like to testify, stating that he 
would like to hear from some of the 
officers affected who were ex-warrant or 
ex-enlisted men. None being present, 
the committee went into executive ses- 
sion and shortly thereafter voted to re- 
port the bill. 





Register of Army Officers 

Senator Gerald P. Nye, Republican, of 
South Dakota, has introduced a resolu- 
tion “Authorizing the publication as a 
public document of America Secure Ana- 
lytical Register of Regular Army Officers 
and Security Statistics, with graphs, 
177-1934.” 

Such a compilation has been com- 





pleted by John J. Lenney, an adjudica- 
tor of insurance claims in the office of 
the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, 
for the period 1775 to 1923. The Reso- 
lution would direct the Secretary of War 
to appoint Mr. Lanney to complete it to 
date with the help of the War Depart- 
ment. 

The compilation already completed by 
Mr. Lenney has been the subject of con- 
siderable praise from service sources. 
Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA-Ret, 
chairman of the Board, Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, called it “the most in- 
teresting figures which I have ever seen 
gotten up regarding the commissioned 
personnel of the United States Army.” 
General Tasker H. Bliss, USA-Ret, said 
that it is “characterized by exactness in 
minutest detail, by precision of military 
phraseology, by a comprehensive grasp 
of the subject in its military aspects and 
by its broad perception of all tangible 
factors which must be taken account of 
in studying the problem of National 
Security.” 








CCC Rental Allowances 

Based on a ruling made by the Attor- 
ney General at the request of the Secre- 
tary of War, the War Department this 
week issued an order changing Army 
Regulations so that officers on Civilian 
Conservation Corps duty where only 
tents or shacks are available for quar- 
ters will not be considered as occupying 
“public quarters” and thus are entitled 
to raw rental allowances. 

It is believed that this will be retro- 
active and that those officers’ on such 
duty who in the past have been deprived 
of their rental allowances are now en- 
titled to such back allowances. Whether 
these payments will be made on a reg- 
ular voucher or whether it will be neces- 
sary to file a claim for them is not yet 
certain. 

The new order reads: 

“Pending the printing of changes in 
War Department Regulations—Relief of 
Unemployment, Civilian Conservation 
Corps, March 6, 1934, paragraph 3014 is 
added as follows: 

“301%. Availability of public quarters 
for Army personnel at work camps.— 
a. Under the authority in him vested by 
the Act of March 4, 1915 (38 Stat. 997), 
the Secretary of War has determined 
that shelter furnished for personal use 
to commissioned and warrant officers at 
Civilian Conservation Corps work camps 
and consisting of tents or space in tem- 
porary buildings or shacks, does not con- 
stitute adequate quarters as contem- 
plated by law, and if such shelter only 
has been or is available and has been or 
is being furnished at any work camp, 
then there are not and at no time have 
been any public quarters available for 
such commissioned and warrant officers 
at said work camp. 

“bh. Hereafter, commanding officers of 
Civilian Conservation Corps work camps, 
who, under the provisions of AR 210-70, 
are charged with the assignment and 
termination of assignment of quarters, 
will be guided in their determination as 
to availability of public quarters by the 
foregoing decision of the Secretary of 
War. Vouchers covering rental allow- 
ances for officers on duty at Civilian 
Conservation Corps work camps, will, 
hereafter, be supported by certificates 
from commanding officers concerned. 
These certificates will clearly set forth 
whether or not adequate public quarters 
were available for assignment during the 
period covered.” 

Tn certain cases in the past the Comp- 
troller General has undertaken to in- 
fringe on the rights of the Secretary of 
War in determining when public quar- 
ters are available and thus deny rental 
allowances. The Attorney General held, 
however, that the Secretary of War 
“may make an official determination as 
to any part periods of time that there 
have been no public quarters available 
at Civilian Conservation Corps work 
camps within the meaning of existing 
laws providing for rental allowances, 
and that such a determination is con- 





clusive as to the right of officers Con. 
cerned to rental allowances accrued dur. 
ing such periods of time.”

Representative Thompson, author of 
the bill, then submitted a statement. He 
declared that he proposes transferring 
money now spent for relief to pay for 
the increased strength provided in the 
bill. He said he was informed that the 
cost of maintaining a man in the CCC 
was about $1,400 a year compared with 
about $800 in the Army. The figures 
for the PWA and the CWA were not 
available but they probably run much 
higher, he said, 

“Every competent military authority 
has cautioned us that our Army is be- 
low the danger line,” Mr. Thompson 
said. “On the other hand, a small de- 
termined group who are advocates of 
foreign supremacy have brought us to 
that state. It is time we must choose 
who to follow.” 

Representative Fitzpatrick, chairman 
of the committee, declared himself 
strongly in favor of the bill. 


The text of the bill, HR 9136, intro- 
duced on Monday, April 16, by Repre- 
sentative Thompson, is as follows: 

To provide further for the national de- 
fense. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
commissioned strength of the active list of 
the Regular Army which shall be maintained 
is hereby fixed at an aggregate annual aver- 
age of fourteen thousand and sixty-three 
officers. The increase necessary to reach 
this strength shall be accomplished in five 
approximately equal annual increments, but 
shall be fully obtained by July 1, 1939, and 
shall thereafter be maintained. The Secre- 
tary of War is hereby authorized and di- 
rected forthwith to recruit the enlisted 
strength of the Regular Army to an aggre- 
gate annual average of one hundred and 
sixty-five thousand enlisted men, exclusive 
of Philippine Scouts, and to maintain that 
strength hereafter: Provided, That the allot- 
ment to branches and the distribution in 
grades of such increases of commissioned 
and enlisted personnel shall be in accord 
with the proportions and percentages fixed 
or authorized by the Act of June 4, 1920 
(41 Stat. 750), and the Act of July 2, 1926 
(44 Stat. 783): Provided further, That in 
order to provide temporarily sufficient com- 
missioned personnel for the increased en- 
listed strength of the Regular Army the 
Secretary of War is hereby authorized and 
directed to order on extended active duty 
Reserve officers of requisite grades and 
branches, the use of Reserve officers for this 
purpose to cease when and as the increments 
of increase of the commissioned personnel 
for the Regular Army are obtained. 

Representative Clark Wallace Thomp- 
son, the sponsor of the bill, is himself a 
reserve officer in the Marine Corps. He 
is widely known throughoyt Texas for 
his outspoken advocacy of National De- 
fense. As a matter of fact his success- 
ful campaign for election in the Seventh 
District (formerly represented by the 
present Vice President Garner) was 
strictly along National Defense lines. 

Explaining his motives in introducing 
the measure Mr, Thompson declared : 

“Our total army (including trained 
reserves) is smaller than that of Greece. 

“Our entire combat foeree could be 
comfortably seated in the Yankee Sta- 
dium.” 

Touching the financial side of his pro- 
posal, Mr. Thompson added : 

“The question will immediately arise 
as to the effect on the budget. It need 
have none at all. 

“The increase can be handled very 
readily by diverting the necessary funds 
and less than 50,000 individuals from 
any of the emergency relief organiza- 
tions now maintained at Government ex- 
pense. The aggregate cost would be less 
and the benefits to the individuals and 
to the nation would be greater and move 
lasting. 

“In order to avoid another wartime 
‘hump’ in the commissioned personnel, 
the bill provides that the 2,000 new offi- 
cers should enter the annual increments 
over a period of five years. In the 
meantime, the Secretary of War is au- 
thorized to provide the necessary officers 
to command the increased personnel by 
calling to active duty reserve officers of 





appropriate grades. 

“It is to be presumed that over the 
five-year period the Secretary will call | 
as many different officers as possible and | 
will choose those whose personal finan- | 





cial condition most seriously require em- 
ployment.” 

Evidencing concern at the neglect of 
Congress in permitting the defense es- 
tablishment to decline since early post- 
war days, Mr. Thompson thus described 
the situation: 

“Immediately following the World 
War and with the lessons of that con- 
flict in mind, Congress for the first time 
in history adopted a comprehensive de- 
fense policy. In 1920 when the national 
defense act was passed, the standing 
army wis rapidly recruited to an ap- 
proximate strength of 280,000 men. 
Scarcely had the act been approved, 
however, when the Army became the ob- 
ject of a long and surprisingly success- 
ful attack from .those who sought to 
destroy its effectiveness. 

“Lulled by an unheard-of prosperity 
and preoccupied with unprecented indus- 
trial activity, the nation permitted the 
act to be emasculated until finally the 
Regular Army strength fell to 118,000 
enlisted men and 12,000 officers. That 
is its present size, 

“Widespread depressions have always 
been particularly productive of conflict 
and disturbances, sometimes interna- 
tional, sometimes domestic, and never 
in our peacetime history has it been 
more important for us to assure our- 
selves of the complete fitness of the 
defense establishment. 

“Approval of this bill would not give 
us anything but a most moderately sized 
Army. Our complete force, including the 
National Guard and organized reserve, 
would still be only slightly over 50 per 
cent of the strength authorized in the 
national defense act.” 

The bill made extraordinary rapid 
progress. Speaker Garner immediately 
referred it to the Military Committee, 
where Representative McSwain, chair- 
man, referred it to the subcommittee on 
“Army Organization, Discipline, and 
Mobilization.” Representative Fitzpat- 
rick of New York is chairman of this 
subcommittee, which is composed of the 
following members: Democrats, Repre- 
sentatives Hill, Thomason and Faddis; 


Republicans, Representatives James, 
Ransley and Andrews, and Farmer- 
Labor, Representative Kvale. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick promptly instituted 


hearings and on Wednesday heard tes- 
timony from Col. John Thomas Taylor, 
legislative representative of the Amer- 
ican Legion, and Col. L. Kemper Wil- 
liams, Inf-Res, National President of 
the Reserve Officers Association of the 
United States. 

Colonel Taylor told the committee that 
the bill embodied a program for which 
the legion had been working for 10 years, 
namely, to bring the Army back to a 
peacetime standard of 165,000 enlisted 
men and 14,000 officers, and to provide 
training for additional reserve officers. 

Colonel Williams said: 

“A better investment has not been 
proposed in this Congress. Both security 
and humanity are its sponsors. 

“It is high time to take some steps to 
put defense back on the sane, safe, but 
conservative foundation that Congress 
adopted in 1920. This bill is such a 
step. It does not go far enough but it 
is a sane, conservative step in the right 
direction and marks the minimum limit 
to which we should immediately aspire 
on our way back to adequate prepared- 
ness.”

Report Communications Bill 


The Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce this week reported a bill to 
set up unified Federal control of com- 
unications in the United States, and 
hope to put it through Congress this 
session. 

In its final form, the bill meets with 
the approval of the War and Navy De- 
partments as to national defense phases 
of communications, strictly limiting for- 
eign ownership of stock in radio, tele- 
graph and telephone companies and pro- 
hibiting foreign control. It also gives 
the President power to take over private 
communications system upon threat of 
war. 

A generally similar bill is now being 
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drafted by the House Committee on J. 
terstate and Foreign Committee, Thy 
measures provide for the creation of a
